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There is a new white edifice across the 
street. It looks very expensive, very impressive 
_ with its umbilical cord stretching across 7lst 
street. Its proud parent is beaming with dedication 
dimples. It has just spawned its first child, a 
research building. 


This child will grow up to be "somebody" in 
this world, for it comes from fine parents. This 
does not necessarily itake successes out of human 
/ babies, but with baby buildings it carries a lot 
of weight. But most important is that through its 
blood stream courses talent. This is evident from 
its show of precociousness. 


To what and whom is owed this rapid infant 
growth? To Dr. Philip D. Wilson, its Director. it. 
MAN WITH THE PUNCH owes its conception. To Dr. Robert C. Mellors, its 

Associate Director, it owes its direction, and to 
its many earnest young doctors it owes its energy. This is a part truth, 
for what is said of one, can in other cases be said of another. Articles 
will succeed this one which too will try to acquaint everyone with the 
many faceted "parts ef the whole" which is the Philip D. Wilson Research 
Foundation. 


The R & C's first attempt at an introduction to its newest permanent 
staff members frow Re-search', accent on the last syl-lable', willbe a glimpse 
of a nan of medium height, slightly plump, with a bald head monastically 
fringed with light brown and gray hair. If seen from behind wearing a 
long brown cowled robe cinched at the middle with a rope, he would look 
remarkably like a friar, but from the front in a spanking clean white coat 
he looks just like the Associate Director, Dr. Robert C. Mellors. 


This confusion is easily explained. Dr. Mellors is a man of many 
personalities, deep and complex. ‘He is a shrewd iian, intelli:ent, perhaps 
a great man, but it is early on; however, the author of 101 publications 
will not soon perish. He is a thoughtful tian with deep reserves of 
imagination and force. He is an ambitious man with the ability to conjure 
up multitudinous arenas of activity and still concentrate on only one. He 
is an unpredictable tan suddenly leaping like a circus ringimaster into a 
flagging ring to encourage it to new activity with new ideas. 


Dr. Mellors is a man who can be easily misunderstood. He can exude 
charm; he can be frightening. He can be dogmatic; he can be reasonable. 
He can be as friendly as a kitten; he can be as implacable as an angry god. 
He is filled with energy directed at goals near and far. His sights are 
set high toward objectives of excellence, in which there is no room for 
incompetence, ineptness or inferiority. He is a fastidious organism 
which grows luxuriantly only in an enriched medium of competence, integrity 
and worth. He is dynamic, driving, insatiable, perservering, committed 
always to perfection. With unbounded energy he is criven by the lashings 
of a fertile mind charged with ambition to bring to fruition a multitude 
of possibilities some of which are still but euwbryos in the womb of his 
thoughts. 


What does the other side of the coin look like? What does a man so 
devoted to scientific pursuits, so dedicated to furthering his investigations 
so determined to establish yet another truth find to distract him? Com- 
muting on the New Haven, where he does much of his writing, he arrives 
nightly in Rye where he claims he is but "a weekend guest in his own home." 
This is not so. For as a devoted father of four children, and the husband 
of one PhD., he is reabsorbed immediately into their lives. The sense 
of humor which blooms best in those individuals with great personal 
assurance and complete knowledge of themselves blossoms forth in greatest 
flower when he is surrounded by those he loves. Success has already been 
achieved here. He is happy in their company, confident of their love and 
thoughtful of their welfare. They tease him. He teases them. There is 
a great aura of camaraderie. There is no fear here. Instead, a lovely 
sende of the ridiculous, especially emanating from his wife, boosts the 
prosaism of life to a plané of gaiety which is missing from all too 
many homes. 


He loves a party where the souls are friendly and the alcohol flows 
freely. He takes his bourbon straight. He admires a good cartoon and 
nourishes a yen to be able to execute a caricature. He spent one summer 
at an art school in Buffalo when he was 18. It seems to have done him 
some good for he draws illustrated fish stories for his boys. He prefers 
a Utrillo to anvthing the Guegenheim can hang. He enjoys contact sports, 
fishing, tennis, poker, baseball, "all us girls", and at one time played. 
handball. Reading is time consuming, but a desert island would be con- 
ducive to reading the classics and publications from the Olympia Press. 
Until the shipwreck, he will ccntinue to read the "Times", sports page 
first, a low brow propensity. 


He was born in vayton, Onio, the only child of a White Motor 
Corporation employee to whum travel was the natural wa, of life. Asa 
consequence his son was enrolled in a different grade sthool each year, 
and went to three high schools in four years. In spite of the turmoil, 
and having completely overlooked both the third and sixth grades, he 
graduated first in his class as "‘*Butch' Mellors, Most Likely to Succeed." 


From then on the most unlikely series of educational events to take 


place this side of the Ural Mountains occurred. An A.B., M.A. and PhD. 
from Western Reserve University and and M.D. from Johns Hopkins were 

all received without a drop of tuition. How? Scholarships, Fellowships, 
Instructorships and Assistantships. The reward, a wife. 


His list of scientific accomplishments, memberships and undertakings 
reads like pedigree requirements for the Westminster Dog Show. They are 
all itemized in "Who's Who" and "American Men of Science", but they all 
add up to a man of stupendous activity::and mental application who is 
perhaps only very recently coming to the realization that the people 
around him also have all along appreciated his worth, for nowadays his 
office "family", too,is treated to occasional persiflage and some of the 
gaiety of his maturally happy nature. He does this with newly acquired 
assurance that levity does not demolish that which is indestructable. 


But when he was a little boy he did things that little boys have 
done from time immemorial. He roamed the fields of Ohio with an 
airedale He collected cats, 24 in all, origin unaccounted for, which 
he trained to do various tricks:according to their sulky likes and 
dislikes. Having a full blown circus all but on the road, he turned 
his attention to a pair of rabbits and arithmetic. Ina hare's breadth 
of time there were 60 or 70 more. At a local fair he discovered that 
by successfully throwing a hoop around a duck's neck, he owned it, and 
thus he became a duck egg merchant. 


When he was 13 he had a four cylinder Willys with a rumble seat.. 
The rumble seat is a Smithsonian item these days. But within the memory 
of some living people, it was a place where the double date and his 
girl were stuck, usually in December. Butch Mellors put a Gerinan 
shepherd in it. He clerked in an A & P, delivered newspapers, was a 
mechanic, but is stopped cold by':his:own car, yet is very handy around 
the house. de was a sheet metal apprentice on a Cincinnati sky scraper, 
and built modé2 airplanes from balsa. He even went so far as to sky 
mark barns. 


On day at college while out driving in his car he picked up an un- 
suspecting pig. It was butchered, shaved with a friend's new razor and 
roasted with an apple in its mouth. 


The war brought all halcyon days to an end and in its stead a whole 
avalanche of new experience. He was engulfed by the Navy as medical 
officer with a destroyer squadron. But even though he was adept ina 
wide variety of sports, it was felt that he should learn to swim. He 
went to the YMCA for lessons and was still in the tyro stage when his 
destroyer landed in Hawaii. Taking a dip in the Paciric he nearly 
drowned. He doesn't like to swim anynsore. 


People rarely go unscathed through life. If they do, they have some 
near misses. Butch Mellors seems to have made it as far as the Pacific. 
After nearly dvowning, he attempted mountain climbing with some friends 
on an extinct volcanic island. It was a hazardous clamb and the lava 
was sharp, but when they reached the top and peered into the old crater 
it gave them an exhilarating sense of accomplishment. Next day as their 
destroyer weighed anchor and they stood at the rail beaming fondly at 
their mountain, Old Extinct belched once or twice and burst into fury, 
regurgitating molten lava enough to inundate everything. 


He exhibits great patience in helping his children with their 
homework. According to unimpeachable sources he is fond of saying 
"Bob's always right." The unsettling shock of this remark is its dis- 
comforting nearness to the truth. He can fly a kite and spin a top 
and he makes a hobby of photography with myriads of pictures which testify 
to his enthusiasm. 


Then come the times when he is overwhelmed with problems. When his 
brow becomes furrowed and he looks through a visitor as though he wasn't 
quite there, it is time to silently steal away and leave him alone with 
his thoughts. He works far into the night when everyohe has gone to bed 
and the house is quiet. Then is the time to eatch him nibbling blue 
cheese and rye cris;}:s or ice cream on a stick.

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FINGERPRINTING PROGRAM 


In January 1959 the Greater New York Hospital Association 
inaugurated a hospital fingerprinting program in cooperation with 
the New York City Folice Department and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Because of space and personnel, the program was 
adopted on a small scale. Our hospital participated by sending in 
the prints of new employees only. However, by January 1961 the 
program will be in full operation, and our hospital will begin 
fingerprinting its entire staff. 


At the present time, 39 of the voluntary hospitals are 
participating in this program, and as of this date, approximately 
18,000 employees have been fingerprinted. 


Because of a recent theft here in the hospital, we have 
found that only if all personnel are fingerprinted can hospital 
security be effective. ive would like to reassure everyone that 
all information obtained will be kept confidential. Be assured 
that any information concerning an employee before his starting 
to work here will have no bearing on his job. Our concern is for 
the future protection of us all.

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ELECTION OF DISABILITY BENEFITS PLAN 


Last spring the Governor of the State of New York signed a bill 
peraitting voluntary hospitals to offer a disability benefits plan to 
ite employees. We would like to present for your consideration and 
apjroval this protection against accidents and sickness. 


WHAT ARE DISABILITY BENEFITS? 


Disability benefits are cash benefits payable to an eligible wage 
earner when he is disabled by an off-the-job injury or illness. 
Supplementing the ‘workmen's Compensation Law, the Disability 
Benefits Law insures protection for wage earners by providing for weekly 
cash benefits to replace, in part, wages lost due to injuries or 
illnesses that do not arise out of and in the course of employment. 


WHEN WILL MY BONEFITS BEGIN? 

Benefits will be:in after one week of disability. 

WHO PAYS TH: COST OF DISABILITY BENEFITS? 

You will be asked to contribute to the cost of the plan on the 
basis of % of 1% of your average weekly earnings with a maximum 
contribution of $.30 per week. The Hospital will pay the remainder 
of the cost which is approxi..ately 60% of the total. 

HOW MUCH WILL I Bu. ENTITLED TOC CCGLLECT? 

The benefit will be 50% of your average weekly earninzs with a 
maximun of $50.00 per week. The minimum benefit will be $20.00 or your 


average weekly wage if less than }20.00. Benefits will be provided for 
up to 26 weeks in any 52 week period. 


HOW WILL THIS AFFECT OUR PRESENT SICK LEAVE? 


When ever you are eligible for disability benefits, your sick 
leave plan will be extended } roportionately. 


COMPARISON OF THE PLANS: 
Suppose you are ill for 40 work days (8 weeks) and that you have
